in respect that that is the only rednetion 
which it would be possible to hand 
over in its entirety to the consuming 
public. The result “of such a reduction 
would have been, that the 12/60 
bottle uf whisky would have sold .at 10/- the 
whole benefit thus going to the conuumer. 
Tt is argued that with such a reduction the 
consumption of whisky would iunnediately 
incrense to such a ligure that the Exchequer 
woul'l not ultimately be the loser.

CRAPHIC STORY OF PRISONERS’ 

RUSH TO MOUNTAINS. 


Tho Weekly, Review of the Far Bast has 
received a long letter from Mr. J. BI" 
Powell. one of the captives, who ix con- 
nected with that paper. Mr. Bowell gous 
jnto considerabie detail regarding the first 
terrible march of the captured forvigners 
and of which so much. already has been 
writen. Ar. Powell’a account, however, | 
has nn additional interestvin that it shows 
how very closely the bandits were presued 
by the pursuing troops, who wero only 
hold off by the threat to kill all the foreign 
cuptives, Mr. Powell says:—'/The march 
from the train would have bren vorth a 
million to-an American movie ‘director. 
Most of the male passengers took the thing 
humorously, expecting to taken but ‘a 
short distance away while the - work of 
rifling the train was completed.’’ As. we 
now "Enow, this expectation wna not reas 
lize; He then.tells. of the night . march 
and how at day-break they Fouad they 
were being pursued, and proceeds :— 

“We marched at the double-quick, with 
bullets whistling overhead, until we came 
to another mountain at least 5,000 feet 
high and in places ag ateep ag a stairway. 
We were forced up and up without a «top 
until about.10 o'clock, when wo renched 
the top, which consisted of. o erudp fort 
with walls and rifle rests all about. We. 
climbed or fell through the opening and | 
fell in » heap.in the first shelter.. No one 
paid the slightest attention to the blazing 
sun, we were all so exhausted. We nirct- 
ched out,in all manuer of position; ond 
nursed our: wounds with no attention. to 
the bullets which were whistling overhead. 
There: was no water for at least three 
hours and then the first jugfull to come 
wns Veen up by the bandits. .~ 

‘About 5 o'clock p.m., one of the chiofa 
arrived and asked us to write a letter to 
the northern commander, tating that all 
the foreigners would be killed at once if 

Sring did not stup. In about a half 
hour after this letter had been sent the 
firing ‘practically all dsopped.. Several 
letters to this effect. were demanded, and 
got by-our chief, Finally tho chief insist- 
ed on one ofthe women carrying 1 mestige 
and one woman, o Miss Corolli, an Italian.

In ‘tpito -of bandits, political incoher- 
ence and Governmental weakness, it is 
evident progress’ is being made im many 
places in the reconstruction of Chinese 
life through the activities of the Christian 
Church.” This was abundantly indieated 
at the ssadons af the National Christian 
Confereneo which has'beon meeting in the 
Union Church Hall, Shanghai. Some 
encouraging signs ‘of progress were re- 
ported... Dr. George L. Davis of Peking 
told of the baptising, in ono day, of 
nearly four thousand soldicrd belonging 
to General Feng ¥u Hsiang’s army. 
Rey. J. B. Latimer, Seerctary of Union 
Evangcelistie Committee, Hangehow,’ re- 
ferred to progressive work among govern- 
ment students,. Miss Ida B. Lewis told 


Pot plans whereby cultured Chinese girls 
‘}are doing work among their Chinese 


sisters, thereby finding a field of ureful 
service. From many other quarters come 
reports of progress in epite of unrest. 
Thus ‘steady growth in support of the 
activities of tho Church iy being achieved, 
“The speeches and discussions on May 
12th centred round the work and necds of 
rural ‘and urban, churches. . Buth these 
types of Churches had enthusiastic pro- 
tagonists. Both sides appeared convinced 
that the type.of Church it advocated is 
the more. important. . 
With regard to the rural’ church it was 
pointed out that ‘threefourths of the 
population of China are farmers. ‘‘ Tho 
indigenons Church will grow out of rural 
churches,’ said Rev. R. E. Chandler. 
Rural Churches are too depeadent on out. 
side help.. This is due to the.way they 
have been developed. ‘There is a lack of 
content, of social meeting in, their 
Christian experienc, Hence they tend 'to 
become stale. It was noted that, while 
Roman Catholic work centres in'the rural 
districts, Proteztant -work centres mainly 


‘}in the cities. The Rev. Chang Seu Ching 


pointed out that, this situation wag re- 
versed in Shantung. Dr. H. Balme. re- 
ported oii a survey of village’ churches in 
thai part:of Shantung for which the 
English Baptists feel. themselves. respon- 
gible, As a. result of this survey, it was 
decided to make ‘each of the existing 
churches responsible for the’ territory 
surroanding it within a radius of ten li. 
Plans wore started to tet aside two 
workers for service in ‘these districts. 
"One speaker urged that a cecretary of 
the Nationa] Christian Council should 
give time to studying the problem of the 
rural church and later vojed that two of 
the secretaries vhould visit and study 
the: rural church. . It was strongly felt. 
that spiritual leaders can’ evolve in the 
country as wel] aa in the city. 

The Rev.” Wong Kang Ho of Foochow 
spoke of the strong position of the city 


Church in Foochow and of, the cordial ]’ 


recognition of its influence by. officials and 
people, He urged that the Churches in 
a city must bear the responzibility for 


city social conditions. This can .only be’ 


done hy the Churches of a city working 
together. . In this connection it wag ro- 
ported that the Pastora in Shanghai are 
planning to organiso.1

PRINCE OF WALES" AND | 
BRITISH TRADE. 


PROGRESS TO RECOVERY, 


Tho Prince of Wales was the guest of 
honour at the annual dinner of the Associa: 
tion of British Chambers of Commerce. held 
at the Hote! Victoria on April (sth. His 
Royul Uighaesa, who was still too hoarse to 
beable to deliver his speech, uuthorised its 
circulation, and a copy was placed boside the 
plate of each guost. Tt atealt..with the im- 

tunes of the assuciation and with the 

idiculties attending trado recovery. Sub- 
stantial progres, said the Prince of Wales, 


‘| could already be rucorded, and the country 


looked to the business world to use every 
effort to foster that confidence which is the 
basis of commerein! progress. ; 
Roplying to the tuust of his health, . His 
Ro val Tighness, said, éader alta: ‘ 
When the association speaks it speaks with 
the voice of British men of business whoao 
experience and intereats extend to every 
corner of thy globe where trada is doue. 


| When, therefore, its attention is brought to 


bear upon the ohstaclea which stand in the 
way of trade recovery-—and of world re- 
covery, since thery is no nation which. has 
not an intervst in our power to export and 
our wbility to purchase—it should aot be 
long Lefore' those obstacles are swept awry, 
Tho question of trade recovery has doubt- 
less been foremost in the minds of the 
delegates through the deliberations of the 
day. Probably the barriers have at 
tithes seemed insurmountable. ‘There are 


occasions when the course looks almost 


too stiff; and there, have, in fact, 
since the sturt of 1018, been one or two 
yretty ugly falls, A generation which has 
fought a Werld-war has a heavy burden on 
its shoulders; but what is moru striking 
than the burden itself,-after all, is the 
apirit in’ which: all, classes aro bearing it. 
British enterprise i still, as always, =anal 
toany task; already it has left behind it 
A good many of those difficulties which 
‘once -luoked” insuperable from in front. 
Those difficulties wers probably _ without 
precedent,in modern economic history. The 
instability of the foreign exchanges, great 
Auctuations in prices, and, in particular, 
the heavy fall in prices which has recently 
had to be faced, the uncertainty of the bu- 
siness outlook, each and tend all to discourage 
tho vigorous. prosecution of commercial 
enterprise, und contribute to widespread 
distress. “

which bave been encountered, British enter- 
prise is already giving proof of ‘its re- 
siliency.and is gotng'ahead. [t iy true 
that some of our lutge industries are doing 
little moro at\ present than marking time, 
but in soveral others there are,1 am thank- 
ful to say, definite signa of returning 
prosperity, We can already record sub- 
xtantin] progress up the laborious incline

GOVERNMEST'S DUTY. 


Sir P. Lloyd-Greame, M.P. (President ; of 
the Board of Trade), responding to the toast 
of “ His Majesty's Ministers,” said the duty 
of any Government today was to promote 
trade and commerce. ‘this could only be 
done by ecdnowical administration and by 
reduction of taxation. (Her, hear.) The 
burdens of industry had indeed been great, 
but a real-effort, lad now been made to light- 
en them. The business courmuuity were 
not content with . those. efforts as” s tinal 
achievement, nor were the Governnient. 
But if the ligiitening of the burden 
which had heen given ‘to trade aod 
commerce. gave them an impetus, as he 
believed it would, then that impetus 
would: carry. with it not only better 
trade, but less unemployment, which 
would mean less on the rates and Letter 
revenue, which, in turn, would mear the 
acceleration of the world’s industry, and a 
steady advance tuwarda prosperity general- 
ly. Complementary to that duty at home 
was the duty to work everywhere abroad 
for settled and_sound. economic . conditions 
in every. country throughout the world. 
That was inevitably a slow process, and 
the settlement of those difficulties did not 
rest in our bands’alone, bat the. policy 
which the Goverment would pursac would 
bo to work for restoration and settlement of 
economic conditions whenever.and wherever 
they could. Speaking in the presence of 
their most honoured guest, who “proved 
himself the greatest Imperial. Ambassador 
this country had ever had; he said, in’ the 
whole field of the Empire lay the greatest 
opportunity of development and expansion 
of mutual trade. ‘There lay our psramount 
duty, and it was to. that end that they had 
invited w this country this .autumao the 
gceat Imperial Conference and the economic 
conference which was to meet in conjunc- 
tion with it., The {imperial Government 
would gu into, that conference todo business, 
as would the Guyerutuents of the Dominions,
